He Owes Enormous Debts. 


-The attitude of the count leaves the 
lawyers of the countess to consider only 
his outstanding indebtedness, which 
reaches an enormous sum. The Casiel- 
Tane marriage contract gives the countess 
her separate income, not subject to 
Claims for the debts of her husband. 
This contract insures the protection of 
the countess’ fortune against being ab- 
sorbed in the present controversy, and 
also prevents the count’s creditors from 
taking legal action against the countess. 
At the same .time, she does not ap- 
pear disposed to exact the strict fetter 
» of the gontract, or the financial negotia- 
tions for the purpose of making some ar- 
rafigément for a compromise with the 
oount's creditors, The amount involved 
has been swollen to enormous propor- 
tions by excessive charges for money ad. 
vanced. One gentleman. intimately ‘a- 
miliar with every detail of the Castel- 
lane case, said that when people sought 
advances of money lenders, and these 
advanced reached three years ahead on 
an anticipated Income, the borrower us- 
ually got one-tenth, while  nfine-tenths 
went to the usurers. This applies to the 
financial situation in the Castellane 
case, comparatively smal] advances now 
reaching a gigantic aggregate through 
excessive charges. The extent to which 
the countess will voluntarily liquidate 
these claims is the chief question under 
consideration, and the determination of 
this will probably determine al! the 
other proceedings. 


Countess Still Undecided. 


Although the lawyers expect the case 
to proceed to an early decree, they 
recognize that a slight element of inde- 
cision remains on the part of the count- 
ess, due to her continued feeling toward 
her husband, and her repugnance to in- | 
wolve her family in a scandal]. 

The foregoing facts are from those 
Girectly in charge of the countess’ inter- 
ests. thus showing their desire to testi- 
fy to the count’s correct attitude during 
the case. 

The court has made a second ineffec- 
tual attempt to bring about a reconcilia- 
tioh. The next step will be the service 
of a writ upon the defendant, but the 
olerk of the court has not yet received 
ormers to serve the document.

An Omnipresent Cotton Foe. 

The absorbing attention and study 
which the financial “and commercial 
phases of cotton have excited during 
the past twelve months have tended 
to obscure for the moment serious 
conditions attaching to its purely cul- 
tural side. The reduction of acreage, 
diversification, intensification and 
the compulsion of fair prices are ex- 
tremely important matters, it is true. 
For some years they are bound to ob- 
trude themselves each season to a 
greater or less extent, for the reason 
that they annually recur in the form 
of problems to be solved again and 
again and issues to be threshed and 
fought out under constantly varying 
circumstances. 


But there is another menace which | 


it now appears will threaten the 


'south’s fundamental money crop re- 


gardiess of time and without refer 
ence to any of these perennial vexa. 
tions. The federal agricultural de- 
partment reports that the Mexican 
cotton boll weevil has made his cus- 
tomary annual fifty miles eastward 
advance, leaving the regulation trail 


of devastation and loss in his wake, | 


and entrenching himself in the low- 
lands along the Mississippi river. 
The gravest feature is the fact that 
this costly pest is now located ideally 
so far as rapi@ propagation is con- 
cerned, and that from his vantage 
ground west of the “father of waters’ 
he can easily invade those more east- 
erly southern states hitherto immune 
from his ruinous toll. 

It would be difficult to enumerate 
the remedies that have been vainly 
applied in the hope of checking the 
sinister onward merch of this pest. 
Foreign and domestic insects, repre- 
sented as deadly foes to the weevil 
and as effectual antidotes to his per- 
nicious activity, 
in battalions, 


further complicate the problem. 
Chemical solutions which have gained 
famous reputations as_ insecticides 
have demonstrated their absolute fu- 
tility when tried on this unwelcome 
little guest from Mexico. The des- 
perate resort of fire has been recom-

Mr. Stratton offered a resolu- | 
tion calling for the author-professor’s | 
resignation. | 

The resolution was tabled, without any 
action being taken upon it, but the inci- 
dent was given considerable prominence 
by the newspapers of Chicago. In offer- 
ing his resolution, Mr. Stratton said: 

“For Christianity and the cause of our 
work I ask that this resolution be passed 
and that Professor Foster be asked by 
this conference to resign his position as 
instructor at the University of Chicago,’’ 
said the Rev. Mr. Stratton. 

Mr. Stratton’s Remarks. 

He then read the resolution and spoke 
of it as follows: 

“Whereas, the wide publicity given to 
the views of the destructive critics of the 
Bible, as illustrated especially in the re- 
cent book by Professor George B. Foster, 
of the Unfversity of Chicago, entitled 
‘The Finality of the Christian Religion,’ 
seriously interferés with our practical | 
work and the advance of Christ’s king- 
dom with all of its vital interests. 

“Therefore, be it resolved, That we 
view with increasing dissatisfaction, ap- 
prehension and regret the extreme and 
revolutionary position taken by this au- 
thor, and the group of American destruc- 
tive critics to which belongs. 

“Resolved, second, That while we desire 
freedom of thought and investigation and 
while we rejoice in the fruits of reverent 
and devout scholarship, we believe that 
Professor Foster’s views, as: expressed in
